Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Ueda reference discloses a nonaqueous secondary battery comprising: a 
positive electrode, a negative electrode of graphite, and a nonaqueous electrolyte 
solution having an electrolyte dissolved in a nonaqueous solvent, wherein 3 vol% 
cyclohexylbenzene is contained in the nonaqueous electrolyte solution (See paragraphs 
[0053],[0054],[0068],[0073],[0123],[0124]). However, Ueda et al does not expressly 
teach a cyclohexylbenzene having a fluorine atom bonded to a benzene ring. In 
addition, the 132 declaration filed on 1 1/20/08 is sufficient to overcome the rejections of 
claims 1-7 based upon Ueda et al applied under 35 USC 103 because the experimental 
data shows the unexpected result of increased discharge capacity retention when a 
fluorine atom was bonded to the benzene ring of cyclohexylbenzene. Therefore, it 
would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
cyclohexylbenzene to add a fluorine atom bonded to a benzene ring. In addition, the 
English translation of the foreign priority document filed on 1 1/20/08 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, and 7 based upon Kita et al applied under 35 
USC 102.
